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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a cell substrate for a liquid crystal display panel comprising a transparent resin plate; 
a conductive layer provided on the transparent resin plate; and a transparent layer, 
which has a lower refractive index than the transparent resin plate, interposed between 
the transparent resin plate and the conductive layer, wherein the thickness of the 
transparent layer is more than 380 nm. 

4. The closest reference JP 06-222352 (Shozo) discloses a transparent conductive 
laminate for a touch panel having a similar structure as the claimed invention such as a 
transparent resin plate; a conductive layer provided on the transparent resin plate; and 
a dielectric film, which has a lower refractive index than the transparent resin plate, 
interposed between the transparent resin plate and the conductive layer. However, the 
maximum thickness of the dielectric film disclosed by Shozo is 300 nm, which does not 
overlap the claimed thickness range of more than 380 nm. Further, the newly cited 
reference, USPAT 5,614,287 is related to a recording medium that includes a dielectric 
film having a maximum thickness of 160 nm. Also, USPAT 6,480,250 (Matsufuji), 
related to a low -reflection transparent conductive multi layer film comprising, in the 
order described, a transparent substrate, a hard coat, a transparent conductive layer, at 
least one transparent protective layer for the conductive layer wherein the protective 
layer have different refractive index than the conductive layer and having a thickness in 
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the range of 1 0 to 1200 nm. However, substituting the dielectric film of Shozo with a 
protective layer described in Matsufuji would fail to establish a prima facie case of 
obviousness since neither of the prior art alone or in combination provide the requisite 
suggestion or reasonable expectation of success. This is because no evidence exists 
that the protective layer of Matsufuji would have been considered by an artisian to be 
relevant to a problem or any other characteristic possessed by Shozo.
